WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP)—

| United States relief abroad on a 
loan rather than a gift basis. He 
also urged establishment of the 


¥|post of foreign relief administra- 


tor to co-ordinate this country’s 


missions of mercy, 

Hoover in a report to President 
Truman yesterday proposed that 
the United States and Britain each 


contribute half, or $475,500,000 
apiece, to a $951,000,000 relief pro- 
gram for Germans in their occu- 
pation zones. 

He said living conditions for 
German civilians had “sunk to the 
lowest level known in 100 years 
of western history,” and that the 
$951,000,000 would be needed to 
feed them over the 18-month pe- 
riod from last Jan. 1 to July 1, 
1948. 

Today, he appeared before the 
House Foreign Affairs, Comrhittée 
to give his views on a proposed 
bill to expend $350,000,000 in ‘ive 
other European countries and 
China. 

Truman told a press conference 
today he will be unable to esti- 
mate for Congress the funds need- 
ed to carry out foreign relief until 
a survey in the Far East is com- 
pleted Asked whether any money 
is included in the budget for this 
year or next to carry out Hoover's 
recommendations for relief in Ger- 
many, the President replied in the 
negative. 

Holds Funds Justified. 

Just back from a fhféé weeks’ 
survey of Europe's food needs, 
Hoover told the House committee 
Congress would be justified in ap- 
propriating the additional $350,- 
000,000 for foreign relief if the 
program were kept flexible to re- 
capture any unneeded funds. 

However, he said, relief for 
other European countries should 
not be put at higher levels than 
those he recommends for Ger- 
many and Austria. 

Hoover’ said this country should 
put some rather sharp limitations 
on any relief it does provide, 

For one thing, he said, it should 
require countries receiving relief 
to make repayment their first or- 
der of business, obligating them- 
selves to make these payments 
either to the United States and

WASHINGTON, Feb, 28 (AP)— 
Britain, its domestic economy near 


the breaking point, was reported 
im congressional and diplomatic 
quarters today to have proposed 
that the United States take over 
its commitments in Greece on a 
large scale. 

Although there was no White 
House confirmation, this was 
understood to have been the sub- 
ject — at least in part — of a top 
secret White House conference 
yesterday among President Tru- 
man, his diplomatic advisers, and 
key legislators. 

One source said that the United 
States would issue a statement 
soon on what part, if any, it would 
assume in helping bolster the 
shaky Greek Government. 

U.S.-British Discussions. 

(In London, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said British and United 
States discussions were under way 
in Washington on the problem of 
continuing the economic and mili- 
tary obligations in_ strife-torn 
Greece now borne by Britain. He 


4implied that one aspect of the 


talks was the continued provision 
of foreign currency with which 
Greece could purchase arms and 
military equipment, 

(The discussions, the spokesman 

said, arose out of the ending 
March 31, of Britain’s commitment 
to maintain the Greek armed 
forces. The same spokesman said 
he saw no prospects of United 
States military forces being sent 
to the country after Britain’s 
forces get out. 
(Other British Government 
sources said Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin was planning to 
withdraw Britain’s remaining 10,- 
000 troops from Greece within the 
next three months.) 

(Lord Beaverbrook’s Evening 
Standard said in a dispatch from 
its New York correspondent that 
at yesterday’s White House con- 
ference “President Truman, Sec- 
retary of State Marshall and his 
deputy, Dean Acheson, told Con- 
gressmen that failure of the Unit- 
ed States to assume the. burden 
of Greece might jeopardize the 
efforts of the past year to re- 
establish the balance of power with 
the Soviet Union and Europe.”)

Flyers Push on Despite 


Low Fuel Supply in 14-

The Army P-82 fighter plane 


Betty Jo completed a 4978-mile 
non-stop flight from Honolulu 
today in 14 hours and 33 minutes, 
the longest distance ever flown by

The offigial time of the flight 
was announced by a representa- 
tive of the National Aeronautical 
Association at LaGuardia Field 
who clocked in the twin-engined 
plane at 10:06 a.m. (St. Louis 
time) as it roared over the field 
with ebbing gas tanks. The Betty 
Jo landed safely at 10:08:44 a.m. 
It took off from Hickam Field, 
Honolulu, at 7:33 p.m, (St. Louis 
time) yesterday. 

Emergency equipment lined the 
airport runway as the Betty Jo 
roared in, prepared for an emer- 
gency landing. 

The pilot, Lt. Col, Robert E. 
Thacker of El Centro, Calif., and 
Co-Pilot Lt. John M. Ard of Ingle- 
wood, Calif. won a daring bid 
pushing against 65-mile-an-hour 
headwinds over Pennsylvania de- 
spite dangerously low fuel tanks 
to reach their New York objec- 
tive. 

Hit Their Mark.

Judge’s Opinion, , 

Judge Kirkwood, in a brief writ- 
ten opinion, complimented the 
counsel for both sides on their 
presentation of the case, and said:

vague and uncertain, this court 
must hold the ordinance null, void 
and unconstitutional.”

Since the ordinance has been in 
effect, receipts of taxes, and re- 
ports from the more than 400 firms 
which have withheld payments, 
have indicated that, if fully col- 
lected, it would yield about $2,500.- 
000 a year.

Union Failure to Suggest Curbs 


Explained: Committee Could 
‘Murder’ Labor, Call It Suicide 


Taft.

LOT of heat and some little light was generated as the Senate’ 
Labor Committee began its sixth week of public hearings yester- 
day on pending bills to revamp the country’s labor laws, The 

committee listened to spokesmen for six CIO unions in the electrical, 
textile, ofl, rubver, food and clothing industries. 


Fireworks came at the outset 
when the three principal leaders 
of the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers—a union in 
- which there is a strong Commu- 
mist element—testified. 

These three, Albert J. Fitzgerald, 
president; Julius M. Emspak, sec- 


retary-treasurer, and James J. 
Matles, director of organization, 
got a rough ride. Each denied 
that he was or ever had been a 
Communist. 

Those who appeared for the 
other unions received a more sym- 
pathetic consideration — but once 
again it was the familiar story. 
They were against any and all of 
' the pending bills. 

Eliender’s Question. 

And again Senator Ellender 
(Dem.), Louisiana, proposed the 
inevitable question: “Well, if these 
bills are wrong what are the right 
ones? What: should we do?” 

In a sense the questions are 
unfair, because all bills are di- 
rected toward curbing the powers 
of labor unions. On an absolute 
basis it can hardly be expected 
that a labor leader would suggest 
gome alternative method of cur- 
tailing the rights and privileges 
of a labor union because by the 
nature of his occupation he is de 
voted toward strengthening these,

Agricultural Workers’ Plight. 

Donald Henderson, president of 
the Food, Tobacco, Agriculture 
and Allied Workers’ Union, criti- 
cized the pending legislation as 
bearing most heavily on the group 
which most needs: protection—the 
underpaid workers in industrial- 
ized farming pursuits. 

In this connection he said that 
43 per cent of all farm workers 
are employed on 3 per cent of the 
farms—a statistic which tends to 
support the view that agriculture 
is in some instances an industry. 
Yet agricultural workers are ex- 
cluded from the benefits of the 
Wagner Act, the Social Security 
Act, and the wage and hour law. 

“The agricultural worker,” Hen- 
derson said, “is definitely a class 
B citizen—made so by the acts of 
Congress.” 

He put his finger on one sec- 
tion of the Ball-Taft-Smith bill— 
a revised version of last year’s 
vetoed Case bill—which, he said 
would make it a crime for agri- 
cultural workers to strike, since

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP)— 
The Senate voted today to write 
into a budget-cutting pledge a 
promise to apply $2,600,000,000 of 
any savings toward reduction of 
the national debt. The vote was 
82 to 0. 


The action came after Senators 
Knowland (Rep.), California and 
Taft (Rep.), Ohio, had compro- 
mised two proposals on debt pay- 
ment. Knowland at first wanted 
to earmark three billions for debt 
payments and Taft only one bil- 
lion. Taft had taken the stand 
that $3,500,000,000 of any budget 
reduction should, be used to cut 


es. 

Senator Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, obtained the compromise at 
1 per cent of the debt of about 
$260,000,000,000. 

The debt payment pledge was 
attached to the Congressional 
budget resolution which proposed 
to cut $4,500,000,000 from Presi- 
dent Truman’s recommended $37,- 
500,000,000 expenditures for the 
year beginning next July 1. 

Prior to action on the compro- 
mise, the Senate beat down, 49 to 
33, an amendment by Senator 
Green (Dem.), Rhode Island, to 
apply: all of any surplus in the 
1948 fiscal budget to the public 
debt. 

Taft contended that to tie up 
even $3,000,000,000 for debt reduc- 
tion, in addition to $2,700,000,000 
set aside for unemployment com- 
pensation, social security and 
other funds, would in effect cut 
the purchasing power of the 
people by $5,700,000,000. 

“T doubt if that is a wise thing 
to do,” Taft said. “The debt should 
be reduced, but gradually, so as

“Scared to Death.” 

“T'll tell you why we don’t pro- 
pose any legislation, Senator,” he 
told Ellender.

Each side is making its record. 
The senators who have sponsored 
some of tke secage: 4 bills have no 
expectation tha¢ they will pass, 
but they would like to be able to 
say the next time they face the 
voters that they tried, anyway. The 
labor leaders must know that 
some legislation is going to be en- 
acted, but they want to be able 
to say to their constituents that 
they tried to stop it. 

It doesn’t make much sense, but 
that seems to be the way democ- 
racy works—and both sides are 
committed to the idea that de- 
mocracy is something worth mak- 
ing sacrifices for. 

Oll Workers’ Spokesman. 

Another witness who received a 
patient hearing was O. A. Knight, 
presiderg of the Oil Workers’

Warning Against Haste. 

For the Rubber Workers, G. L. 
Patterson, general counsel of the 
union, said the whole question of 

“labor law was infused with too 
much passion and feeling. He 
urged that problems not be com- 
plicated by hasty and ill consid- 
ered legislation. 

“It is obvious that both mahage- 
ment and labor make mistakes,” 
he said.

Three clear fingerprints, lifted 
by police experts from a coca-cola 
giass, appeared to be the only 
tangible clue today in the murder 
of Mrs, Estella Marie Wehmeier 
Warner, who was beaten to death 
Wednesday afternoon in the drug 
store she operated at 511 North 
Kingshighway in St. Charles, 

Sheriff Lester Plackmeyer of St. 
Charles county said the glass was 
found on a counter at the rear, of 
the store where the attack on the 
48-year-old woman is believed to 
have started. Fingerprint experts 
of the Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol have taken the glass and are 
checking on the fingerprints. 

The sheriff said it is probable 
that the assailant ordered the 
drink when he entered the store. 
As he drank it, he ordered a box 
of cigars and carried the glass 
with him to the rear of the store, 
where Mrs. Warner was wrapping 
the box when he struck her with 
a blackjack. 

“IT agree this is all supposition,” 
Plackmeyer said, “but we can't 
overlook any possibilities.” 

Bloodstains Examined. 

State police in their laboratory 
in Jefferson City today were ex- 
amining the bloodstained clothes 
of Mrs. Warner to learn whether 
all the stains on them are from 
her blood. Also, they have samples 
of scrapings from under her fin- 
‘gernails to determine whether 
‘there might be bits of flesh or 
hair of the assailant in them. 

The white shoes Mrs. Warner 
was wearing were found to have 
brown spots on them. Plackmey- 
er said the spots might have 
rubbed off the shoes of her at- 
tacker. The shoes are being ex- 
amined to find out whether the 
stain is from an ox blood colored 
shoe polish. 


Plackmeyer and deputy sheriffs 
yesterday questioned more than 
20 residents of the vicinity of the 
little drug store, which is about a 
mile from downtown St. Charles. 
| None of them, he said, had seen 
any strangers in the area in the 
afternoon of the attack. 

Additional significance, however, 
was added to the coca-cola glass 
by customers of the store. They 
told Plackmeyer that Mrs. War- 
ner was in the habit of washing 
the soda fountain glasses ag soon 
as the customers were finished 
with them.

The number of employed per- 
sons in St. Louis increased by 20 
per cent in the last six years, sta- 
tistics made public today by the 
Bureau of the Census disclosed.

Collapses After Address- 
ing University of Mis- 
souri Alumni in Wasbh-

B. Powell, former Missouri editor 


and teacher at*the University of | 


Missouri School of Journalism who 
was imprisoned and tortured by 
the Japanese, died today as he 
finished addressing a _ lunchedn 
meeting of the Uffiversity of Mis- 
souri Alumni Association at the 
Lee-Sheraton Hotel. 

Mr. Powell .was 60 years old. 
He lost a part of both feet asa 
result of mistreatment while be- 
ing held in a Japanese prison 
camp during the war. 


He collapsed in his seat after | treatment at Harkness Pavilion 
the | Hospital in New York. Recently 


finished addressing 
alumni group. He had stressed, in 
his talk, the increasing impor- 
tance of Asia in world affairs. 

For 25 years Mr. Powell was a 
newspaper editor in Shanghai, 
China. He was identified with 
the China Weekly Review and the 
China Press. The Japanese had 
him marked as “unfriendly” be- 
cause of his strong warnings 
against the rising Nippenese pow- 
er, before the attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

He had contributed articles to 
the Post-Dispatch both before his 
internment by the Japanese and 
since. He was thought by many 
newspaper writers to have been 
the best-informed foreigner in 
Shanghai. 

A former resident of Hannibal, 
Mo., Powell worked there on the 
Courier Post from 1910 to 1913. 
He was a graduate of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri. 

Mr. Powell went to China 
1917. His stay there was marked 
by many famous incidents. He 
was captured by Chinese bandits 
in 1923.

Enemy No. 1” by the Japanese, 
just before the war, he was at- 
tacked ‘in the streets of Shanghai; 
once he was struck by a hand 
grenade that failed to explode. He 
continued to write editorials warn- 
ing of Japanese aggression.

Another ground of attack on 
the St. Louis income tax ordinance 
was that it failed to provide 
penalties for violation or evasion. 
By the terms of the ‘ordinance, 
the attacking counsel said, “An 
employer is only required to make 
his return and pay the amount of 
taxes deducted (from employes’ 
pay). If he has deducted none, he 
owes no taxes or return. Nor is 
such an employer subject to any 
penalties. The ordinance omits, as 
a criminal offense, refusal to pay 
the tax, expressly covered in the 
Philadelphia income tax ordinance. 

A question of “practical applica- 
tion” of the ordinance was raised 
by the attacking counsel in these 
words: 

“We respectfully inquire wheth- 
er or not one fourth of one per 
cent has been withheld from the 
domestic servants in the judge’s 
household, and if not, if the judge 
seriously contemplates that the 
collecter will take any action 
against him or the member of his 
family in charge of the house- 
hold?” 

The City Counselor, in his argu- 
ment supporting the ordinance, 
sought to show that the Frogge 
decision of the State Supreme 
Court did not apply to the St. 
Louis case. 

“In the Frogge case,” he said, 
Kansas City was attempting to 
legislate with respect to a state 
statute, on a purely state matter.” 
He argued also that the St. Louis 
ominance was “patterned closely 
after the Philadelphia ordinance, 
which has successfully withstood 
repeated actacks in the highest 
courts of the land, If there are 
minor defects in the ordinance,” 
the city’s representative con- 
tinued, “they can be _ readily 
remedied by action of the Board 
of Aldermen.” ~* 

Replying, the attacking counsel 
said the St. Louis ordinance was 
“not an exact copy of the Phila- 
delphia ordinance, which contains 
express provision that refusal to 
pay the tax is a misdemeanor. 
Penalty provisions in the Phila- 
delphia ordinance are omitted 
from the St. Louis ordinance.” 

An argument was made, based 
on the Pennsylvania: statutes, to 
the effect that “Philadelphia is 
authorized to impose an income 
tax as long as Pennsylvania has 
none, If the same statute existed 
in Missouri, the City of St. Louis 
could not impose an income tax, 
because the State of Missouri 


sylvania has no income tax.”

other donors or preferably to a 
fund to be established by the 
United Nations for furture famine 
relief. 

He said the payments should 
begin in two or three years and 
the countries might finance them 
by a tax of 5 or 10 per cent on 
their exports.

-lief to any country any time it 
wishes. He said nations receiv- 
ing reparations from countries on 
relief should be asked to defer 
such claims until relief costs have 
been paid—an opinion Nkely to 
bring a dissent from Russia, which 
has sought reparatfon payments 
from Italy and Germany to aid 
its own immediate recorsstruction. 

Also, he said, the entire relief 
program should be reviewed after 
the 1947 harvest.

“Indeed, it is something new in 
human history for the conqueror 
to undertake. Whatever the pol- 
jicies might have been that would 
have avoided this expense, we 
now are faced with it. And we 
are faced with it until the export 
industries of Germany can be suf- 
ficiently revived for their food. 
The first necessity for such a re- 
vival is sufficient food upon 
which to maintain vitality to 
work. ‘ 

“Entirely aside from any hu- 
manitarian feelings for this mass 
of people, if we want peace; if we 


want to preserve the safety and 


health of our army of occupation; 
if we want to save the expense 
of even larger military forces to 
preserve order; if we want to re- 
duce the size and expense of our 
army of occupation—I can see no 
other course but to meet the bur- 
dens I have here outlined.” 


He estimated that supplies 
which Britain and the United 
States would have to furnish for 
the 41,700,000 German civilians in 
their combined occupation a20nes 
would cost $384,000,000 for the 
first six months of this year and 
$567,000,000 for the 12 months: be- 
ginning July 1. 

Of the 50 per cent total of that 
amount to be provided by this 
country, he included $51,000,000 for 
seed and fertilizer and $18,000,000 
for petroleum products in addi- 
tion to $406,000,000 worth of food 
for direct consumption. 

The former President painted 
a gloomy picture of the present 
economy in the Reich. He said 
an expert with his mission vis- 
ited Italy, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Britain and found the 
nutritional condition in those 
countries “nearly prewar normal.” 

“Those who believe in venge- 
ance and the punishment of a 
great mass of Germans not con- 
cerned in the Nazi conspiracy,” 
the report said, “can now have 
no misgivings, for all of them— 
in food, warmth and shelter—have 
been sunk to the lowest level 
known in’ a hundred years of 
Western history. 


Vital to Western Civilization. 


“If Western civilization is to 
survive in Europe, it must also 
survive in Germany. And it must 
be built into a c erative mem- 
ber of that civilization. That in- 
deed is the hope of any lasting 
peace.” 

Commenting on tne nutritional 
condition of the German civilians 
in the two zones, he said that 
farmers and their families, classed 
as “self-suppliers,” are in good 
condition.

These spots, he said, were chil- 
dren over 6 years of age, adole- 
scents and adults in the “normal 
consumer” group entitled to the 
basic 1550 calories a day. 

For the children, he proposed 
that Army surplus 10-in-1 rations 
and certain’ other surplus Army 
stocks be used along with some 
of the meats and fats from 5,000,- 
000 head of livestock to be slaugh- 
tered this year to lessen animal 
consumption of ground crops. 

To help the "normal consumers,” 
he suggested that a portion of 
them be advanced to the category 
of heavy workers entitled to extra 
rations and that an emergency 
supply of cereals be allotted Ger- 
man welfare organizations for 
home relief and soup kitchens. 

In support of the program for 
these two groups, he urged that 
the deficiency appropriation which 
he said would be necessary in the 
current fiscal year include provi- 
sion for an emergency supply of 
65,000 tons of cereals and ship- 
ments of 400,000 tons*‘of surplus 
potatoes from this country. 

These emergency measures 
would make it unnecessary to in- 
crease the general ration by 250 
calories until October, Hoover 
said.

The winter which bowed out 
with snow flurries was “not really 
bad, everything considered,” As- 
sistant Meteorologist Arthur A. 
Rausch said today. The mean 
temperature for the three munths 
of December, January and Febru. 
ary was 35.7 degrees, or a little 
more, than two degrees above 
norma). 


Winter Low of Five Above. 

The temperature reached a win. 
ter low of 5 degrees above zero on 
Jan, 4 and Feb. 7, but has not 
reached zero since Jan, 9, 1945. No 
below-zero temperatures have been 
recorded here since Jan. 19, 1943, 
when the mercury’ registered 
minus 5, 

Warmest day of the winter was 
Dec. 7, the anniversary of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. The ther- 
mometer reached 69 degrees. 


The winter was somewhat drier 
than usual, but December and 
January were nearly normal, the 
chief moisture deficit developing 
in February. Crop reports from 
outstate are beginning to reflect 
that deficit, Rausch said. 


Only .14 of an inch of moisture 
fell this month, before today’s 
snowfall, to make it the driest 
February in the history of the 
St, Louis Weather Bureau. This 
figure was 2.42 inches less than 
normal and only half as much 
precipitation as occurred in the 
next driest February, that of 1870, 
he said, 


Sleds Virtually Unused. 


The youngster who has gazed 
with a deep sense of frustration 
at the sled in the basement vir- 
tually the whole winter doesn’t 
need to be told by Rausch that 
only two inches of snow fell in 
the month that normally has five 
and a half inches. The same 
youngster will feel an even gloom- 
ier vindication in the figures for 
the winter—3.8, against a normal 
of 13.7 inches. 

Two protracted cold spells total- 
ing 12 days gave February a mean 
temperature — Rausch emphasized 
the “mean”—of 28.7 degrees, or 6.1 
below normal, It was almost 12 
degrees colder than the same 
month last year and the coldest 
February since 1936, when the 
mean was 24.4, he said.

On Design for Riverfront Park 


Thousand Architects Expected to Take Part 
in Contest—Three Hundred Subscriptions 
Made to Fund. 


About 1000 architects are ex- 
pected to enter the competition for 
a design for fhe riverfront me- 
morial national park, George 
Howe, adviser to the Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memoria] Asso- 
ciation, said today. 

He met today with members of 
the association to obtain their ap- 
proval ef the formal announce- 
ment of the competition. 

Five architects selected: to par 
ticipate in the second stage of the 
contest will receive $10,000 each, 
Howe said. In the final. competi- 
tion, the first prize winner will 
receive an additional] $40,000; the 
second prize winner, $20,000; the 
third, $10,000, and the two runners- 
up $2500 each. 

The architect whose design is 
chosen by a jury will be recom- 
mended to the Department of the 
Interior for employment as de- 
signer of the memorial and his 
plan will be recommended for exe- 
cution, Howe said. 

He emphasized, however, that 


the Government cannot be bound 
legally by the results of the com- 
petition, 

A competition fund of $225,000 
is being raised by voluntary sub- 
scriptions, About 300 firms and 
individuals have made subscrip- 
tions ranging from $10 to $35,(10 


Of the tutal, $125,000 will be used 


for prizes and the rest for pub- 
licity, employment of the adviser, 
selection of the jury and adminis- 
trative expenses. 

In a progress report today, trus- 
tees of the memoria] association 
recommended employment of a 
full-time exécutive director and 
clerical staff, Luther Ely Smith, 
board chairman, explained an 
executive director would be needed; 
to administer details that will 
arise during the competition and) 
in the early stages of actual con- 
struction “of this great project, 
cost of which will run into mil- 
lions of dollars.” 

The American Institute of Archi- 
tects has approved the competi- 
tion. Announcements 


will be 


mailed soon to art and architec- 
tural magazines, professional so- 
cieties and schools. Application 
blanks may be obtained from 
Howe at his office with the Na- 
tional Park Service, Old Court- 
House, 415 Market street. 


Actual competition will begin 
about June 1, Howe explained. 
Drawings must be submitted with- 
in two months. Each of three 
drawings will be three by four 
feet. If 1000 architects compete, 
as expected, there will be 4000 
feet of drawings to hang on walls 
for the inspection of the jury, 
Howe continued, 

The five finalists will transfer 
to the association title to their 
first and second stage submissions. 

“It is hoped to develop the site, 
including the river and riverfront, 
not only as a memorial, but also 
as a place of resort, relaxation, 
recreation and instruction for vis- 
itors from all over the world, as 
well as citizens of St. Louis,” Howe 
said, 

Since the competition will call 


for landscape design, as well as 


sketch studies of sculpture and 
painting, architects will be en- 
couraged to associate themselves 
with landscape architects, sculp- 
tors and painters in preparation 
of their submissions, he explained. 

“The program will call for ideas 
and any layman wishing to sub- 
mit an idea for consideration may 
associate himself with an archi- 
tect and will be given recogni. 
tion,” Howe said. 

The architect can offer any idea, 
as long as the shape of the 82%- 
acre tract is retained, a historic 


museum is included and the Old 
Courthouse, Old Cathedral and 
Rock House are incorporated in 
the plan, Howe said,

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28— 
Proctor N. Carter, director of the 
State Division of Welfare, an- 
nounced today that state grants 
for general relief for March have 
been cut from the former inade- 
quate allowance of 65 per cent of 
minimum need, to 50 per cent, be- 
cause of insufficient funds. 

The reduction, necessitated by 
inadequate appropriations by the 
Legislature for relief in the cur- 
rent fiscal year, lowers the aver- 
age individual monthly allowance 
from $11.02 to $8.57, Carter said. 

March relief checks will be 
mailed March 15 to the approxi- 
mately 30,000 persons on the re- 
lief roll for the month, Carter gaid. 

Carter said approximately 3000 
individuals who have been on the 
roll heretofore, are being removed 
from the March roll, because of 
the lack of funds. Most of those 
being removed, he said, are mem- 
bers of families receiving other al- 
lowances from the state for aid to 
dependent children. 

The Legislature appropriated 
$3,750,000 for general relief for the 
current fiscal year, ending next 
June 30. No action has been taken 
on a request by the Division of 
Welfare for an additional ap- 
propriation of $1,500,000 to meet 
relief requirements for the year. 

The division asked for $7,346,400 
for relief for the 1947-1948 fiscal] 
year, beginning July 1. Gov. Don- 
nelly recommended $3,500,000 for 
this purpose in his budget mes- 
sage. House leaders propose a 
further cut in the allowance 
through a bill pending in the 
House committee on appropria- 
tions, which would provide only 
$2,000,000 for the 1947-1948 fiscal 
year. 


SMALL SHIPS IN ATLANTIC 
GET RELIEF; 3 WAIT FOR AID 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (UP)— 
Yankee seamanship and better 
weather brought relief today to 
the storm-tossed small ships of 
the Atlantic ocean. Of 12 ghips 
ships that sent SOS’s in yester- 
day's squalls that ripped fishing 
schooners’ gails and burst the 
seams of steam vessels, only three 
still awaited assistance. 

Four of the distressed ships 
made port with the aid of Coast 
Guard and Navy vessels, and four 
others had assistance standing by. 
Only one ship, the fishing 
echooner Catherine L. Brown, 
sank. All its nine crew members, 
from Gloucester and East Boston, 
Mass., were rescued by the daring 
seamanship of the crew of the 
Socony Vacuum tanker Calusa, 


CHAOS IN GREECE 
HELD TO DEMAND 
QUICK U. S. ACTION

internal situation of Greece is 
enough to show why. 

In the first place, Porter has 
found himself confronted with an 
economic crisis which threatens to 
blow the whole of Greek economy 
sky high within two to four weeks. 
If that happens, Porter and Eth- 
ridge might just as well have 
stayed at home. 

The crisis springs from the fact 
that the Greek drachma has been 
held in some sort of wobbly equl- 
librium for a number of months 
only by offering sovereigns mint- 
ed from the prewar stock of Greek 
gold in exchange for paper money. 
Now the Greek Government is 
scraping the bottom of the barrel 
and already the warier Greek mer- 
chants are refusing to deal in 
drachmas in large sums. 

If nothing is done, the drachma 
will again litter the Athens streets 
within a month at the latest and 


made it possible to do a job at all. 

The Greek political situation 
and the Greek economy are in 
effect one and the same prob- 
lem. The guerrilla fighting in 
the north is a terrible strain on 
the feeble Greek economy, a fact 
of which those who organized 
and control the gurrrillas are 
fully aware. 

Intelligence reports indicate 
that the guerrillas have recently 
greatly expanded their area of 
control so that the fighting 
threatens to take on the char- 
acter of a full-scale civil war. 
The guerrillas, commanded by 
the Communists, are ably abetted 
by the Communist-Leftist coali- 
tion, the E.A.M. They support 
the guerrillas with adroit propa- 
ganda, which they are willing to 
carry to remarkable lengths. 
On one recent occasion, they 
planted a corpse for a junketing 
M.P. to trip over, with the idea of 


convincing him of the merciless 
terror of the Greek “Monarcho- 
Fascist” gévernment. 

More important than the Com- 
munist propaganda have been 
their secret organizations, of 


which the most successful is the 
Kossa, established to infiltrate 
and weaken the Greek Army. No 
one knows how many Kossa men 
there are. When uncovered, they 
have always been found to be 
those soldiers who had saluted 
most sharply and clicked their 
heels most enthusiastically. 

The Greek Army contemplates an 
all-out drive against the guerrillas 
in the spring and it will then be- 
come clear just how effective the 
work of the Kossa has been, 


As for the Greek Government, 
it has often been described as 
Fascist. Its main characteristic 
seems to be rather its total in- 
competence. There is no doubt 
that it was elected fairly and by 
a huge majority and there is also 
no “oubt that it has allowed com- 
plete freedom of speech and of po- 
litical action, at least in Athens, 
but at the last elections, the 
Greek people, revolted by the ex- 
cesses of the Communists, turned 
in terrified reaction to the Right. 


The result is a government 
largely dominated by a small 
group of rich traders and 
merchants who religiously avoid 
the payment of income taxes. 
These men are totally incapable 
even of discussing the kind of 
sweeping social and economic 
reforms which alone could coun- 
teract the quite natural attrac- 
tion of Communism in this 


misery-ridden country. 

There are a few capable men in 
the Government and a few tired 
old men of good will, like Maxi-

To the skirts of politicians 
clings a vast mass of civil servants, 
astonishingly inefficient, who are 
guaranteed by law a lifetime place 
at the public trough. 

There is some Fascist talk in 
the smart bars in Athens, but the 
real failure of the Greek Govern- 
ment is better typified by Amer- 
ican luxury goods bought with 
precious dollars, visible in the win- 
dows of rich shops while smal] 
boys beg at the doors of the for- 
eigners’ hotels. 

But more tragic than Govern- 
ment incompetence is the new and 
bitter hatred between Greek and 
Greek. Neither American economic 
aid nor the implacable blood-let- 
ting of Soviet rule will soon end 
that. 

Certainly Porter and Ethridge

CHANGES STORY 
OF MACHINE OFFER 


ON THE EAST SIDE 


Defeat- 
ed Independent Candi- 
date, Omits Money Part 
in New Version. 


Jack Houston, defeated inde- 
pendent candidate for city com- 
missioner, who reported Tuesday 
that a representative of the East 
St. Louls City Hall machine of- 
fered him $5000 and the choice of 
two jobs if he would switch his 
support from the independent 
forces to the machine, decided 
yesterday to switch his story. 

Houston had said an East Side 
politician came to his home the 
morning of Feb..12, the day after 
the East St. Louis primary elec- 
tion, “and threw five $1000 bills 
on the table.” Houston added that 
he was told he could have the 
money and the choice of his job 
as operator of the ay eee 
station, or the position city si- 


perintendent of streets, if he 
would support the machine ticket 
at the April 1 election. The City 
Hall machine is being opposed by 
an independent ticket for mayor 
and the four places on the City 
Council, The 5900 votes Houston 
received in the primary apparently 
appeared of some consequence, 

Today’s version of Houston's 
story is that the politician he 
named summoned him to his home 
Feb. 12 by telephone. “I got there 
about 8:30 in the Morning and 
stayed for an hour and 20 min- 
utes,” Houston related. “He said 
he wanted my support in the elec- 
tion. We discussed the pumping 
station job and the street depart- 
ment job, and he said I could be 
a candidate for the park board 
April 1. He also promised that I 
would be a candidate for the levee 
board at the election in two years, 
if I pledged my support now.” Fil- 
ing time for park board candi- 
dates closed last Tuesday. 

Asked about the rewards of 
election to the park board, Hous- 
ton replied that the job carried no 


‘salary. 


He observed that a place on the 
levee board carries a small salary 
—$83 a month for trustees—ad- 
ding, “it’s supposed to be good.” 

Houston said he rejected the 
offers and is still “mad” because 
the machine linked his name with 
an East Side gangster. He is also 
displeased, he said, because of re- 
ported political efforts to keep 
him from finding employment 
after his resignation from the 
pumping station job was _ re- 
quested. 

“IT considered. that pretty difty 
politics, but I want to be fair and 
tell only what actually happened,” 
Houston asserted,

Bills for establishment of an of- 
ficial bi-state agency to supervise 
over-all development of the metro- 
politan St. Louis area are being 
prepared by the Metropolitan Plan 
Association for introduction in the 
State Legislatures of Missouri and 
Illinois, it was announced last 


night by Robert B. Brooks, con- |: 
sulting engineer. 

Brooks, who is chairman of the 
association’s development agency 
committee and a member of the 
City ‘Plan Commission, addressed 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
Tri-Cities at the Masonic Temple 
in Granite City. 

The legislation would empower 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and Gov. 
Dwight H. Green to appoint rep- 
resentatives to a Missouri-Illinois 
agency which would be similar to 
the Port Authority of New York 
in administration of a master plan 
for developments of mutual bene- 
fit. Congressional approval for 
the agency probably would be re- 
quired, 

Wide Scope of Program. 

The agency would correlate 
plans for airports, interstate high- 
ways, bridges, tunnels, terminals, 
waterways, flood control, sewer- 
age and drainage, water supply, 
'parks, parkways, conservation 
areas, housing, designation of 
sites for industrial, recreational, 
residential and other uses, rapid 
transit and other area-wide im- 
provements. 

The metropolitan area which it 
would serve includes the cities of 
St. Louis and East St. Louis, St. 
Louis county, St. Charles county 
and the Illinois counties of Mad- 
ison’ and St. Clair. This area, 
which has a population of about 
1,540,000, takes in more than 100 
municipalities and more than 600 
taxing bodies. 

“The agency should be self-sup- 
porting, except possibly for some 
original funds necessary for or- 
ganization purposes,” Brooks said. 
“It would be run as a business 
corporation, but not for profit... . 
It would have no authority to tax 
property, but it would have au- 
thority to issue bonds and build 
an airport and conduct it. on a 
business basis on either or both 
sides of the (Mississippi) river.” 

2 Million Expected in 1965. 

The agency would endtavor to 
co-ordinate transportation services 
‘sO as to secure maximum benefits 
from the area's geographical posi- 
tion. It would plan centrally lo- 
cated sewer and drainage systems 
to meet the needs of an expanding 
population which is expected to 
reach 2,000,000 in the area by 1965. 

Freight tonnage originating in 
the Granite City-Madison-Mitchell- 
Nameoki-Venice area is constant- 
ly increasing, Brooks continued, 
and if necessary arrangements for 
grade separation and other im- 
provements facilitating shipments 
are not made, industry will tend 
to move away. 

Discussing the importance of 
adequate interurban’ transporta- 
tion for commuters on both sides 
of the river, he said, “This in-j§ 
volves the consideration of in- 
creased number of river crossings, 
which must not be left to the 
whims of political groups or in- 
dividual municipal units.”

‘One Man’s Experience’ 

“That was one man’s experi- 
ence,” Chancellor Compton went 
on, “to indicate that all our plans 
were being made in the belief the 
war would last a long time. That 
belief also was held in Japan. 

“Really, the reason the bomb 
was used was to. save lives—a de- 
cisive weapon was needed. Last 
autumn, Niels Bohr (Danish phy- 
sicist) told me that in Denmark 
there was a feeling of horror over 
tour use of the bomb, akin to the 
feeling over murder. I found that 
same reaction later when I was 
in Europe, and there has been the 
same feeling among some of our 
compatriots. 

“I can’t come to any other con- 
clusion than that taking of life is 
a tremendous evil, but the same 
problems arise. in any war, and 
the damage and destruction by 
this bomb was not as great as that 
wrought by the armadas of air- 
Plahes we had been sending out 
before it. 

“When we talked of an atomic 


bomb equivalent to 1,000,000 tons of 
TNT, a general (Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, head of the bomb proj- 
ect) said this would not be a mili- 
tary weapon but «a pelitical one. 
But he said a bomb of the same 
order of destructiveness as that of 
a fleet of airplanes would be a 
milltary weapon. So the decision 
was made at that point to work 
on small-scale bombs—equivalent 
to 20,000 tons of TNT. We could 
have made still smaller ones, but 
they would not have been as ef- 
ficient.” 
“Question of Choice.” 


By the time of Germany's de- 
feat, in/May 1945, development and 
use of \the atomic bomb “wasn’t 
a question of fear, but of choice,” 
said Compton. May 31 an advisory 
committee of Henry L. Stimson, 
then Secretary of War, met in 
Washington, 

“In this meeting,” Compton 
said, “it fell to my lot to put be- 
fore the committee the question 
of whether it would be possible 
to achieve victory without mili- 
tary use of the bomb, but by a 
so-called technical demonstration. 
The matter was batted back and 
forth at that session, and unani- 
mously it was decided we could 
not achieve victory with the two 
bombs we would have ready un- 
less they were used with military 
effect.” 

Answering a question from the 
audience as to whether it was 
necessary to destroy two cities, 
he said: 

“We had three atomic bombs. 
We used one in a test and it was 
more effective than expected. We 
used another on Hiroshima and 
filled the papers with the idea we 
were busily turning out more 
bombs, but that was a bluff — 
psychological warfare. We wanted 
to give the impression we could 
go on dropping bombs indefinitely, 
and a few days later one fell on 
Nagasaki, 

“There was one more bomb (the 
fourth) on the way out when 
peace came, How long it would 
have been until we had the fifth 
ready I don’t knew.” 

If America had sought to show 


the bomb to the world by a pub- 
lic non-military test, there would 
have been skepticism and douot 
as to its war power, he asserted. 
“If you tried it in some place 
in Japan where there would have 
been no material harm to peo- 
ple, the bomb would have been 
considered a flop,” he went on. 
“What was needed was a decisive 
weapon, a crucial weapon to give 
the Japanese cause to surrender 
without tragic loss of face.” 
Answering another question, 
Compton said he supposed there 
might have been 10,000 pefsons 
who knew something about the 
fact that an atomic bomb was 
being made, 

He expressed the view that an 
atomic war would not be started 
by any nation without great 
thought, because of world revul-

Quality deterioration and the 
unavailability of merchandise 
have been issues in many wage 
negotiations, with the employe 
representatives arguing that the 
BLS price index did not correctly 
reflect the actual retail cost of 
goods and services. These extra 
costs, not included in the ‘ndex, 
were said to cover black market 
prices and obviously’ inferior 
goods sold at higher prices. 

By June 1944 these arguments 
became so insistent that the Sec- 
retary of Labor, in announcing the 
consumer retail price index, ex- 
plained that “the index is intended 
to measure only changes in the 


to measure changes in total fam- 
ily expenditures,” 

From that date the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics explained in each 
monthly announcement that “the 
index does not show the full war- 
time effect on the cost of living 
of such factors as lowered quality, 
disappearance of low-priced goods 
and forced changes in housing agd 
eating away from home.” ‘ 


This statement was expanded 
after the report of the President's 
Committee on the Cost of Living 
in November 1944 recommended: 

“Under the exceptional market 
conditions which exist in wartime 
and so long as we have a seller's 
market, allowance should be made 
for a hidden increase in the cost 
of living of probably as much as 
3 and certainly not more than 4 
percentage points, due to quality 
deterioration, disappearance of 
cheaper goods, decrease of special 
sales, and increases in under- 
reporting of prices actually 
charged.” 


More than a year later, in De- 
cember 1945, the Stabilization Di- 
rector, in official orders, declared 
that the over-all allowance for the 
period from January 1941 to Sep- 
tember 1945 would total about 5 
percentage points for large and 
small cities combined. Since then 
no agency has taken account of 
quality changes and other hidden 
factors since September 1945. 


Last August, when goods and 
services became more plentiful, the 
BLS announced it would issue a 
statement on the quality factor 
around the first of the year. Since 
then, management and labor have 
been watching for the decision, 
with management wanting an in-.

Nazism in German Churches 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mrs. Roosevelt has exhibited a consid- 
erable amount of moral courage by ex- 
pressing her belief that it is inadvisable 
at this time to import members of the 
German clergy. 

Her opinions are based on facts 
either overlooked or disregarded by those 
responsible for the importation of such 
men as Niemoelier and others who un- 
doubtedly will follow. 


As a former chief of special branch in 
charge of de-Nazification for the prov- 
inces of Wuertemberg and Baden I was 
ealled upon to investigate and interro- 
gate various members of the clergy and 
without exception found them to be fa- 


matical German patriots, and for the 


most part apologists for the excesses of 
the Nazi regime. 

I did not meet one single individual 
who was sincerely shocked by or gen- 
uinely repentant for the horrible crimes 
visited upon mankind by the Nazis but 
all were deeply disturbed by and com- 
plained bitterly about the burden placed 
upon the German people as a result of 
the occupation. 


The Extent of Anti-Nazism. 


The truth of the matter is that the 
combined intelligence services of the 
American Army were unable to find any 
tangible evidence indicating that the 
church as a whole, regardless of the de- 
nomination, contributed to the fall of 
National Socialism to any great extent. 
One small group, an offshoot of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, was the 
only organized group that we were able 
to determine had actively engaged in 
anti-Nazi activities. 

As an example: An investigator in our 
office while examining records seized 
from the Gestapo found a letter signed 
by the secretary of one of the most prom- 
inent churchmen in Germany, in which 
the writer went on to denounce the fa- 
mous German ace, Hans Molders, to the 
Gestapo as an anti-Nazi. As a result of 
this letter Molders was tortured and 
died in a concentration camp. 

The secretary was apprehended and 
denied furnishing the Gestapo with in- 
formation until confronted by his damn- 
ing letter. When asked to explain his 
action he stated that an anti-Nazi letter 
penned by Molders had come into his 
possession and he learned that the Ges- 
tapo was making embarrassing inquiries 
about it, so rather than endanger the 
church he exposed Molders. 


By Personal Experience. 


That is but one example of what we 
found on every hand. 

In the de-Nazification Office in Stutt- 
gart there are copies of sermons advo- 
cating resistance and the reconstruction 
of the Third Reich. Priests and minis- 
ters alike violated security regulations 
by establishing an elaborate underground 
courier system. When I attempted to 
call those responsible to task or have 
them confined as dangerous members of 
the German underground I was instruct- 
ed to cease and desist. I was informed 
that the de-Nazification section should 
not meddle with the church as it had 
been arranged for the church to purge 
itself. I presume there was also some 
fear of repercussions from the United 
States, 


A Warning to Heed. 


As a result the church used its appar- 
ent immunity to cloak the activities of 
some of the most potentially dangerous 
influences in Germany today. In hun- 
dreds of instances when it was learned 
that we were conducting an investiga- 
tion into the political or criminal ac- 
tivities of prominent Nazis our offices 
were cluttered with members of the 
clergy from the local bishop on down, 
all proffering glowing testimonials as to 
the individuals’ so-called Christian en- 
deavors, which of course were felt to be 
sufficient to indicate that the person 
under investigation couldn't possibly be 
as black as our overwhelming evidence 
proved he was. 

The church in the United States and 
the church in Germany are similar in 
name only. The result is that some peo- 
ple can easily be misled by these ques- 
tionable importations from abroad, I 
sincerely believe that the majority of 
clergymen arriving from Germany on 
lecture tours are German patriots first, 
political opportunists second, and men 
of God third. They will use every de- 
vice at their command to make our peo- 
ple believe that the responsibility for the 
Second World War does not rest square- 
ly on the shoulders of the German peo- 
ple as a whole, they will attempt to pit 
one ally against the other, and they will 
make every effort to have us forget that 
Germany must suffer the consequences, 

Mrs. Roosevelt's warning is based on 
irrefutable facts and should be heeded.

As the Kremlin Smiles 


The United States’s proposal to annex 623 
Pacific islands under the guise of United Na- 
tions trusteeship, and the Soviet Union’s abrupt 
acquiescence, suggest that Russia feels it has 
found a basis for mutual understanding. The 
Soviet will look the other way while the United 


States grabs what it wants, and in return the } 


United States will be expected to do guess what? 

Russia already has the Kurile Islands and 
southern Sakhalin by secret agreement at Yalta, 
and naval bases at Port Arthur and the Porkkala 
Peninsula by treaty with China and Finland. It 
would also like to have bases at Spitzbergen, 
along the Arctic’ Circle, which belongs to Nor- 
way, Bornholm Island; in the Baltic Sea, which 
belongs to Denmark, and Jan Mayen Island, near 
Iceland. It wants sole trusteeship of Tripoli- 
tania. Very conceivably Russia would be ame- 
nable to an annexation-trusteeship for northern 
Korea. There is no doubt whatever that it 
wants bases on the Dardanelles and the Bos- 


' porus on the terms of one-nation monopoly 


which the United States (Government proposes 
for itself in the case of the former Japanese- 
mandated islands in the Pacific. 

Is the United States prepared to enter into 
any such cynical horse-trading with Moscow? Or 
is it prepared to go the whole hog of hypocrisy 
and pretend that armed nationalistic expansion- 
ism is by some phenomenon of logic all right for 
the United States and all wrong for Russia? 

Britain and France have not acted so cynically 
as the United States in seeking to prostitute the 
device of U.N. trusteeship to nationalistic arma- 
ment. Their trusteeship proposals regarding 
certain East African lands do not contain the 
“strategic area” clause under which this coun- 
try could shut off any of the areas—or all of 
them—from scrutiny by the outside world. 
Britain and Australia have even objected to the 
United States proposal, though as the Courier- 
Journal comments: 

Britain... and Australia... have argued 
only that the proposal is premature, how- 
ever, and that it should await a peace 
settlement with Japan. They have uttered 
no word about its basic impropriety. 

The Courier-Journal’s words are strangely 
reminiscent of those of Vincent Sheean in a 
passage in “Personal History” in which he 
speaks of Mussolini’s attempt to annex the 
island of Corfu: 

The powers protested vigorously against 
Mussolini’s action—but not, really, because 
it was wrong; not because it violated every 
decent rule of behavior. ... Their indigna- 
tion, such as it was... was based upon the 
danger ... to themselves. ... The French 
were at the moment thrusting their bayonets 
into the noses of a whole German popula- 
tion without means of resistance; the British 
had, up to a year before, been busily en- 
gaged in murdering such elements of the 
population of Ireland as objected to the 
benefits of British rule; American forces 
were at the time in occupation of another 
island named Haiti. Now Mussolini, in his 
brutal and inexperienced way, was attempt- 
ing to emulate these exploits. Perhaps the 
powers felt that his violence, his lack of 
hypocrisy, constituted a caricature of their 
own mealy-mouthed misdeeds. ... The fact 
that he did not pretend to such saintliness 
of character made him, for the duration of 
the crisis, an outlaw in the eyes of the West- 
ern world. 

How much better would it be if the United 
States, Instead of taking advantages of the loop- 
holes in the trusteeship which U.N, offers, pro- 
posed a real trusteeship for the Pacific islands, 
international in administration and in inspec- 
tion. It is not possible for the United States, 
or Russia, or any of the other ngtions that pro- 
fess loyalty to the principles of internationalism, 
to expect credence if meanwhile its actual prac- 
tice continues nationalistic. The sham is too 
transparent. We do not have to decide; but if 
we do not, the logic of events will decide for us.

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Two Views of Mr. Lilienthal 

It is interesting to compare what Senator Taft 
says about the political predilections of David 
E. Lilienthal with what Mr. Lilienthal himself 
has had to say about his politics. Senator Taft 
says: 

Mr. Lilienthal is a typical power-hungry 
bureaucrat, one of a group of men who in 
recent years ... have defied Congress. 
They have attempted to stretch their powers 
far beyond the limit of statutes. They cre- . 
ated the conception of the bureaucrat 
against which the people revolted. Mr. 
Lilienthal . . . has attempted tg build it 
(TVA) up into a little independent, but all- 
powerful government. 

So much for what Mr. Taft thinks of Mr. 
Lilienthal. Now for what Mr. Lilienthal thinks 
of his own philosophy for running a Government 
agency. We quote from Mr. Lilienthal’s book, 
“Democracy on the March,” originally published 
by Harper’s and now available for 25 cents at 


the corner drug store: 
Centralization at the national capital or 
* within a business undertaking always dims 
the sense of reality. ... The reason there 
is and always has been so much bureau- 
cratic spirit, such organizational intrigue, so 
much pathological personal ambition, so 
many burning jealousies and vendettas in a 
capital city (any capital city, not only Wash- 
ington) is no mystery. 

The facts with which a highly centralized 
institutién deals tend to be the men and 
women of that institution itself, and their 
ideas and ambitions. To maintain perspec- 
tive and human understanding in the atmos- 
phere of centralization is a task that. many 
able and conscientious people have found 
well-nigh impossible ... 

Many decisions from papers has a dehu- 
manizing effect. Much of man’s inhumanity 
to man is explained by it.... To see each 
citizen as a human being is easy at the grass 
roots. That is where more of the functions 
of our Government should be exercised, 

TVA, if it were politically managed, could 
become a curse to this valley. ... It would 
mean that ...a city that votes “right,” 
a county that delivers the “right” number 
of votes for a particular organization or can- 
didate, and industry that “comes through,” 
could be rewarded by advantages in the lo- 
cation of transmission lines, though such a 
location was not justified by the facts. 


It strikes us that Mr. Lilienthal is giving a 
fair description of the kind of politics he has 
successfully avoided in TVA. It occurs to us, 
further, that he is giving an unusually telling 
description of the kind of politics Mr. McKellar 
and, to a lesser extent, Mr. Taft are trained to 
play. Between the two kinds, we'll ‘take the 
Lilienthal-TVA type every time—certainly for 
the en of atomic energy.

A Buckskin Battle 


It happened 100 years ago today, one of the 
unique battles of American history. In the Bat- 
tle of Sacramento, deep in Mexican territory, 
the Western frontiersman fought as only men 
fight who love fighting. 

They were Doniphan’s ‘Missourians — 1000 
ragged soldiers, near the end of a 3000-mile 
march across plain and desert, deep in enemy 
country and faced by 4000 well-equipped and 
intrenched Mexicans. Only two or fhree sug- 
gested turning hack. The rest “lit out” after 
the enemy. One officer tried to recall the 
charge, but the men decided he didn’t know 
what he was talking about and went ahead. 

Now no one would recommend Doniphan’s 


. anabasis in buckskin as an example of modern 


warfare. As a despairing British Major re- 
marked at the time, the Missourians knew noth- 
ing of drills, salutes or maneuvers, and were 
otherwise quite unlike Her Majesty’s troops. But 
they did help to win the West. And they did 
show what Gen. Eisenhower, in one speech here, 
called “the pioneer traits of initiative, resource- 
fulness, self-reliance and pride in achievement.” 

We doubt if these desirable traits are en- 
hanced in our present Army by fancy officers’ 
clubs, “off-bounds enlisted men” signs or other 
mementos of class distinction. As today’s Mir- 
ror of Public Opinion shows, these impositions 
injure morale and pride and initiative, 
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An Assumption of Authority 

With every feeling of sympathetic under- 
standing for Lt. Mayer Abramowitz, a United 
States Army chaplain in Berlin, few will agree 
that he is right in refusing to sanction-or per- 
form any mayriages between American soldiers 
of Jewish faith and German girls. What he is 
doing is but the versa of the Nazi vice; and time 
and victory do not make the one any better 
than the other. It is true the Nazis operated on 
a spurious theory for “racial purity” while the 
rabbi “just can’t see how these marriages will 
work out.” But the rabbi must remember that 
his inability to see is not necessarily a con- 
trolling point. After all, the rabbi is only 27.

On the day when Gen. Patton’s tanks 
reached the Siegfried line and ran dry, 
Army trucks were backed up the whole 
length of the Champs Elysees, with Gls 
selling gasoline and cigarettes openly to 
the French populace. No army is ever free 
from looting, but it is questionable whether 
any other army ever looted itself on the 
scale of ours. 

Another international spectacle was fur- 
nished by our redeployment and demobil- 
ization difficulties. The worldwide uproar 
of “When do I get out?” the placards 
reading, “So Nazi propaganda was 
phooey!” and the near mutinies were out 
of all proportion to any actual delay and 
mismanagement, 

The extraordinary vehemence of the 
American urge to return to the unalloyed 
bliss of civilian life could not be explained 
by anything the Army did or did not do 
after V-J day. Three factors were upper- 
most. 

One was the economic motive: The men 
wanted to get out in order to get into the 
scramble for jobs. Another was that most 
of the men had never learned what the 
shooting was about, and that shooting was 
not all there was to it.. The third was 
a long-standing and justified resentment 
against the Army and the whole military 
order, 


No Place for Utopia 


The ‘fact which everyone now recog- 
nizes, but which the enlisted men found 
out the hard way, is that the army of the 
foremost democracy was not and was never 


- intended to’be a democratic army. Nobody 


expected it to be democratic in any uto- 
pian sense; the command structure of a 
military organization is necessarily au- 
thoritarian, 

But the only possible justification for 
such a system, in a democratic society, is 
to get a dirty job done as fast as possible, 
and it is perfectly feasible to limit its con- 
cessions to prerogative on that basis. Our 
Army's failure to observe this requirement 
wrecked the psychological structure of 
pride and ‘olidarity which every military 
organization Builds up to contain its in- 
ternally disruptive forces of nostalgia, 
boredom and fear. 

One thing citizen-soldiers resented was 
the “oes pom y of the Army’s recrea- 
tional, mess and Dilleting facilities. A large 
permanent base in the zone of the interior 
would normally be equipped, in ascending 
order of comfort and elegance, with an 
enlisted men’s club, a non-commissioned 
officers’ club and commissioned officers’ 
club, and topping all these might be a 
private sodality of Regular Army officers. 


An Officer’s Grandeur 


Early in the war I was the only officer 
billeted in a portion of a simulated tactical 
area for a week or so. I insinuated myself 
into the enlisted men’s chow line, but after 
that our paths diverged. I dined in solitary 
grandeur, After dinner I would proceed to 
the field PX and recreation hall, Here I 
was confined to a -small section at one 
end, separated from the enlisted men’s sec- 
tion by wire netting and forming a kind of 
cage. 

Segregation was reinforced by “military 
courtesy,” which in practice meant punc- 
tilious saluting. As a rule this ritual did 


! 


no harm, and it had its comical side, such 
as officers of the same grade failing to 
salute because neither saw any reason for 
making the first move. 

But it could be used to bear down on the 
enlisted men. Often, at a post where 
morale was poor, the commanding officer, 
instead of seeking out the causes and en- 
deavoring to correct them, would put on 
a campaign to enforce military courtesy. 
At the same time saluting, which could 
properly be regarded as a comradely greet- 
ing between men who found themselves in 
the same boat, became instead another ve- 
hicle for GI grievances. 


Damage by Trivialities 


In the aggregate, trivialities like these 
did as much damage as the graver abuses 
of authority, such as the inequality of en- 
listed men and officers before the military 
law. Yet when the “caste system,” as it 
came to be called, is viewed in a sociologi- 
cal light, it becomes apparent that it was 
not a case of a particular commander, nor 
could it be blamed solely on the Regular 
Army officers. 


A caste system, properly defined, is one 
which imposes practically impermeable bar- 
riers between groups. On this basis what 
the Army had was not a caste system at 
all, No less than 60 per cent of the officers 
rose from the ranks. 


What it. comes down to Its that the 


‘Army's caste system was merely a some- 


what distorted reflection of the caste sys- 
tem at home. It was a class system. The 
principal difference was that the officers 
didn’t have to hand a 10-spot to a head- 
waiter; they got priority automatically, 


The GI revolt has resulted in a tardy 
recognition of the fact that American 
democracy can no longer tolerate a mili- 
tary system which denies its basic tenets. 
That may be written down on the credit 
side of the ledger as far as the effect of 
the war on democracy is *oncerned. Just 
the same Secretary Patterson, Gen. Eisen- 
hower and others who have benefited by 
experience have their work cut out for 
them, 


RARE, MERRY COMMUNIST

The Italian Communists must possess a 
merry tolerance rare to their ideological 
brothers. For where except in Italy would 
you expect to find a Communist saying of 
the nobility, “Let them keep their titles— 
they are harmless toys"? 

One Communist deputy in Rome pro- 
posed to abolish titles, with the reasonable 
argument that “a republic based on labor 
cannot respect any relics of feudal days.” 
Then a Monarchist deputy, Marquis 
Roberto Lucifero, let fly some words about 
“glorious historic traditions.” Here were 
two irreconcilable views. 

But Communist Deputy Ruggero Greico 
saved the day and further argument, and 
the titles, too, by reminding that the “many 
freedoms guaranteed by the Italian Consti- 
tution should include also freedom to toy 
with harmless things,” 

His is a maturer view than some Ameri- 
cans take. We have no titles of nobility. 
But we do have distinctions in the form of 
“the 10 best dressed women,” and listings 
in the Social Register. And some of us oc- 
casionally forget that these are only harm- 
less toys, nothing more. 


Between Book Ends | 
Under One Roof 


THE MEETING OF EAST ANDO WEST, by *. ©. & 
Northrop. (The Macmilian Co., New York.) 


Book sales reports indicate that the 
heavy, sometimes obscure essay by Prof. 
Northrop of Yale University is achieving a 
popularity far beyond the expectations of 
the publishers. This may be taken as a 
measure of the need of the modern world 
for an integrating principle. The Yale 
philosopher has presented in a 500-odd page 
outline a scheme for bringing under one 
ideological roof such divergent cultural 
patterns as communism and capitalism; 
Protestanism and Catholicism, and the 
thinking of the Orient and the Occident. 

“Ours is a paradoxical world,” writes 
Prof. Northrop. “The achievements which 
are its glory threaten to destroy it. The 
nations with the highest standard of liv- 
ing, the greatest capacity to take care of 
their people economically, the broadest edu- 
cation and the most enlightened morality 
and religion exhibit the least capacity to 
avoid mutual destruction in war.” 

* * 

While we argued about “normalcy” «and 
“foreign entanglements” we slid into the 
depression of the '30s and the war of the 
40s. We didn’t intend to have either a de- 
pression or a war, but we didn’t know what 
we wanted, so we drifted. What was lack- 
ing was a consistent and adequate system 
of values. 

Since about the thirteenth century, as 
Henry Adams pointed out long ago, “the 
universe has steadily become more complex 
and less reducible to a central control... . 
Unity turned itself into complexity, mult* 
plicity, variety, and even contradiction.” 

In trying to put Humpty Dumpty back 
together again, Prof. Northrop becomes at 
once something of a medievalist and an 
Orientalist. He is fascinated by the sym- 
bol of the Virgin Mary as worshiped at 
Chartres in the twelfth century—and the 
Virgin of Guadalupe in contemporary Mex- 
ico. These represent a mystic unity which 
does not find it necessary to insist on the 
oretical conformity. 

In contrast is Christianity as defined by 
its official spokesmen, Islam and Judaism 
—which assert militantly that one must 
either accept a particular theory or become 
an unbeliever, a heretic beyond the pale. 

Although Prof, Northrop is prepared te 
admit the advantages of these theoretical 
concepts in religion, he urges that both 
East and West can benefit by a merging 
of values. “While the East improves her 
science the West can learn both the Orien- 
tal love of beauty for its own sake, and 
thereby enrich its art, and the Oriental 
“genial spirit of bluffing, bargaining and 
compromise.” 

* * . 

Prof. Northrop’s critique of traditional 
American thinking, a large rt of which 
he correctly traces to John Locke, and of 
Russian Marxism should contribute to Rus- 
sian-American understanding. 

But somehow he seems to miss tRe core 
of the two “national religions”—compound- 
ed of theoretical formulations, to be gure, 
but also of ancient custom, Christianity in 
its Byzantine and Roman branches, the 
facts of migrations and even pagan cere- 
monies, 

Prof. Northrop invites the further devel- 
opment of his thesis, not only by profes- 
sional thinkers, but especially by artista,

in this statement is that part of Prussia will be Russian forever, and 


part British forever. 


Prussia has already been radi- 
cally mutilated by the unilateral 
award to Poland of those parts 
of Prussia which were her birth- 
lands. If a new 
feceral Germa- 
ny is predicated 
—and especially 
if one is allowed 
to.envision ‘or 
the future.a fe.

created and free 
of external dom- 
ination ~— Prus- 
sia could well be» 
reduced in size. 
Before the wer, me ; ae 
it comprised Gen. McNarney 
_ three - fifths of 
Germany. It was originally thus 
‘favored by Bismarck who hoped 
to check the Reichstag through 
the Prussian Landtag. It was, 
however, the Prussian Landtag— 
having a liberal ‘majority—who 
voted against his war with Aus- 
tria. and the Reichstag who gave 
him the green light. 

The economic consideration 
which kept eastern Prussia tied 
to the industrial Rhinelands was 
simply that the eastern agricul- 
tural afeas, being poor, requirec 
the support of the industrial 
western. But these eastern areas 
are largely gone. 


Teuton-Slav Arena. 


Prussia is a geographical area. 
Before the present truncation, the 
largest part of it belonged to the 
great North European plain which 
stretches through Poland and the 
Ukraine, Historically, it was al- 
ways separated from Bohemia by 
the Sudeten mountains and orig- 
inally from the other German 
states, south and west, by chains 
of mountains or hills. 

The territory between the Elbe

between Teuton and 
Siav. In the time of the great 
migrations of the dark ages, it 
was abandoned by the Germans. 
There was a great Slav rising in | 
G23. It was reconquered only after 
the tenth century. But the state 
of Brandenburg was firmly estab- 
lished by the twelfth century and 
the parent of Prussia, al- 
though Prussia as a state only 
came into being in 1701. 

The Prussian military spirit ex- 
isted in the East long before there 
Was a state of Prussia. Russia 
was glad of it during the Napo- 
leonic wars, when Prussia contrib- 
uted to Napoleon’s de‘eat, and 
Russia defended the enlargement 
of Prussia at the Congress of 
Vienna. Thus Prussia became the 
creator of the modern German 
state. 

The military nature of Prussia 
grew out of a social system which, 
its time, demonstrated effi- 
ciency for defense in a peculiarly 
vulnerable geographic position. 
Prussia (and Europe) in the East 
had no easily defensible frontiers. 
The vast Slavonic world pushed 


for

upon it through the wide-open 
plains as it, in turn, pushed upon 
the Slavonic world. The military 
leadership in the East protected 
Germany for centuries during a 


em \ time when no military leadership 


elsewhere in Germany was able to 
prevent Europe's wars being 
Germany was 


by Napoleon—whom only 


e<fectively resisted. It was this 
capacity which gave Prussia mili- 
tary leadership, originally the 
aie for defense—not aggres- 
sion. 


Now, no decrees of military com- 
manders and no rearrangement of 
German states can dissolve his- 
tory or geography. What is left of 
Prussia may be distributed among 
other German states with other 
names, But the land, population 
and problems will still be there. 
And unless a presently non-exist- 
ing system of collective security 
is devised, the long-range problem 
of defending Germany and Europe 
in the East will still be there, as 
it has been for centuries. 


The fact that Germany has been 
an aggressor in two wars does not 
eliminate the problem of how she 
can be defended against aggres- 
sion. As this column has tried 
many times to point out, the in- 
capacity of states to defend them- 
selves, or the lack of any system 
oc collective defense, has always 
been, historically, an invitation to 
new aggressions. 


Two Unsolved Problems. 


Nothing, also, is more disproved 
by history than the theory that 
militarism is the heritage only of 
certain social classes. Hitler was 
not a Prussian Junker but an Aus- 
trian proletarian, and the modern 
Wehrmacht was German, not'| 
Prussian. Napoleon was not a 
product of the ancien regime, but 
of the French revolution. 


The problem of Germany. is 
dual. First, it is how to prevent 
her from again trying to dominate 
the other European states. Second, 
it is how to protect those states 
from possible future aggression 
from the presently strongest power 
on the Eurasian continent—either 
in union with Germany, or 
through the power vacuum left in 
Germany. 


The fact that there is, so far, 
no answer to both these questions 
is the reason why there is very 
little likelihood that the forthcom- 
ing Moscow conference will pro- 
duce a German peace treaty. 


SCOUT CIRCUS OPENS; 
IMPRESSES AUDIENCE 


8000 Boys Pledge Allegiance 
—Indian Lore Demonstrated 
—Shows Tonight, Tomorrow.

The 1947 Boy Scout Circus, which 
opened a three-night run at the 
Arena last night, presented a se- 
ries of spectacles which brought 

e enthusiastic opening night au- 
dience to its feet again and again. 

Most impressive sight came mid- 
way in the show when about 8000 
Scouts filled the Arena floor for a 
mass pledge of allegiance to the 
flag. The parade onto the floor 
was led by colors of the 350 differ- 
ent Scout units represented, and 
these were then assembled in a 
seemingly solid square of red, 
white and blue in the center of 
the Arena. 

In a brief address, Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann said the assembly 
was “one of the most inspiring 
sights ever witnessed in St. Louis.” 
Antics of Clowns, 
Other parts of the circus were 
designed to demonstrate the his 
tory of Scouting and the forms it 
takes today»* Clowns provided 
comic relief throughout the show 
by doing -burlesques of the things 
their uniformed brothers were de- 
picting seriously. 
The origins of Scouting in In- 
dian lore were represented by In- 
dian dances performed by boys in 
native dress, with gaily colored 
feathers gathered into elaborate 
headpieces, and other ornamenta- 
tion. Scouting’s. debt to great 
Americans was shown in histor- 
ical tableaux of scenes from the 
lives of William Penn, Nathan 
Hale, Benjamin Franklin, Lt. An- 
drew Rowan, Gen. John J. Per- 
shing and Lou Gehrig. 
Each level of Scouts was given 
time on the program to demon- 
strate the interests and accom- 
plishments of its group. In the 
“Cubbing Carnival,” 9- to 12-year- 
old Cubs from more than 100 
Packs paraded their interpreta- 
tions of nursery rhymes, fairy 
tales and legends. Bringing the 
story of Goldilocks to the twen- 
tieth century, Pack 330, Women’s 
Community Club of Meacham 
Park, had the bears picketing 
with signs reading “This Dame Is 
UnFair to the Bears’ Union.” Big- 
gest applause among the Cubs 
went to 17 boys from the Missouri 
School for the Blind who paraded 
under a long, green, serpent-like 
covering representing the Reluc- 
tant Dragon. 

Boys’ Faces About Fires. 
Tenderfoot Scouts demonstrated 
knot tying with huge ropes and 
showed steps in the development 
of the American flag. Second 
class Scouts built fires on the 
Arena floor with flint or by rub- 
bing sticks. There was a burst 
of applause as the house lights 
were turned off and the lights of 
20 or more fires were reflected 
from the youthful faces of the 
Scouts, 

First class Scouts demonstrated 
artificial respiration and other 
forms of first aid. For the lat- 
ter, a figure built to the scale 
of a Paul Bunyan was used, and 
it soon was covered with gigantic 
bandages, splints and tourniquets. 
Camping and pioneering, in 
which all Scouts participate, was 
shown graphically by the boys of 
more than 40 troops who in short 
order put together a suspension 
bridge, 30-foot observation tow. 
ers, lean-tos and afl the other 
essentials for life out of doors. 

Each of the three branches of 
senior scouting—air, explorer and 
sea Scouts—gave colorful demon- 
strations of the type of activity 
it carries on. 

The show closed with Scouts 
rededicating themselves to the 
principles of the Scout oath, with 
spotlights on a tower from which 
flags of the United Nations hung. 
There were a few weak spots in 
last night’s performance, such as 
poor co-ordination of spot lights 
with activity on the floor, but 
show officials said they hope to 
have difficulties ironed cut to- 
night.

CUSSAGKS IN PROGRAM 
OF SONGS AND DANCES 


Exceptional Solo Voices Ex- 
ploited Richly in Concert 
at Auditorium. 


The concert last night by thé 
Gen. Platoff Don Cossack Chorus 
in Kiel Auditorium revealed a 
great improvement in the troupe’s 
quality over its previous appear- 
ance here two years ago. Under 
Nicholas Kostrukoff’s direction, 
tne ensemble was aptly balanced 
and the intonation, on the whole, 
accurate. Besides, the group had 
a strong feeling for contrast 
which, as a technical achievement, 
was quite impressive. 

But as the group traversed a 
program of religious music and 
folk songs and dances, all drawn 
from the Russian literature, one 
was inclined to wonder whether 
it was a limitation of the music 
or of the performance which cre- 
ated a rather tiresome sameness. 

Each composition standing by 
itself had much artistic merit, yet 
each successive performance was 
just the same as the previous one. 
Moreover, although the output of 
musical tone was massive and 
sonorous, it lacked animation. 
Only toward the closing moments 
of the program did it come to life 
in the “Kozatchok,” the national 
dance of the Cossacks of the Don. 

Unnamed § soloists contributed 
substantially to the effectiveness 
of the evening. The troupe con- 
tained many exceptional basso and 
tenor voices and these were ex- 
ploited fully and richly. Colorful 
costuming, the use of varied light- 
ing and buoyant performance of 
the Caucasian “knife-pitching” 
Cossack dance all had their values 
in relieving the long-range mo- 
notony of the evening. 

A moderate sized audience re- 
ceived the group appreciatively 
and with enthusiasm after each 
of the two Cossack dances.

CAUSES SUGGESTED 
FOR COLD WINTER 
IN BRITAIN, EUROPE 


An explanation of the prolonged, 
bitter cold weather this winter in| 
Europe was offered today by| 
Arthur A. Rausch, assistant mete- 
orologist here. 


He said a series of unusually | 
strong high pressure areas, origi-| 
nating in the Arctic, has been’ 
moving slowly across northern 
Canada, then across southern 
Greenland, causing cold _ north 
winds to sweep over the British 
Isles, 

Most of the cold waves which 
have caused deaths and acute suf- 
fering in the British Isles, and on 
the continent ot Europe, have 
passed too far to the north to in- 
fluence the weather here, Rausch 
explained. Slow-moving low pres- 
Sure areas in Russia and the 
Scandinavian countries have re- 
tarded the normal rate of move- 
ment of the highs, thus prolonging 
the cold weather in western 
Europe. 

Each high pressure, or anti- 
cyclonic, area moves southeast- 
wardly from the polar region. 
Some have dipped far enough to 
the south to bring cold waves to 
St. Louis, but those that brought 
England its worst weather in more 
than 50 years moved north of Hud- 


son Bay as they went through

N.Y. Grand Jury 
Lists, Abuses in 


Boxing Game 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (AP)—A 
New Yorfk County grand jury de- 
clared today it believed legisla- 
tion was necessary permanently to 
root out the “criminal element” in 
professional boxing which it said 
was Operating behind the “front” 
of licensed managers. 

In an interim repdrt to general 
sessions Judge Francis L. Valente, 
the jury said boxers hesitate to 
complain of abuses, such as man- 
agers taking more than their 
share of purses, because they fear 
“the underworld grip on profes- 
sional boxing” is so strong they 
may be barred from future bouts. 

The jury has heard 15 witnesses 
in the past month including 
several boxers. The investigation 
stems from the district attorney's 
announcement that Rocky Grazi- 
ano, explosive middleweight boxer, 
had admitted being offered $100,- 
000 to throw a fight. 

The report charged that one 
Manager, seeking an important 
bout, was told by “a member of 
the underworld” that the match 
could be arranged only if the 
fighter would agree to lose the 
bout. 

Numerous reforms were urged 
by the jury, including establish- 
ments of penalties for persons 
lacking a license who perform 
acts of licensed boxer personnel, 
fingerprinting of all applicants 
for licenses in any capacity in box- 
ing, requirnig of sworn §state- 
ments after each bout of receipts, 
expenditures and agreements, and 
elimination of the practice of pay- 
ing purses to managers instead of 
boxers. 

The jury said that the testimony 
presented to it “points conclusively 
to the existence of conditions and 
abuses which jeopardize the integ- 
rity of boxing.” 2 

However, the jury stated in its 


interim report that the’ evidence 
did not “establish any violations 
of the criminal laws.”

Joy and Tears, Ala Capra 


RANK CAPRA and James Stewart, who are just as much 

‘ F champions of the Common Man as Henry Wallace ever 

was, have together concocted a masterpiece along the 

Capra formula in “IT’S A WONDERFUL LI &” which opens 
tonight at the AMBASSADOR THEATER. 


In directing, producing and aiding with 
the screen play, Capra has evolved what 


amounts to a modern morality play. Using 

the pleasant brand of Capra hokum, his de- 

vice of Sock "Em Where They Live—in the 

Heart, and some skillfully contrived fantasy 

and whimsey, he has taken an average man 
4n an average small town and shown the joys and sorrows of 
his life. In a smash emotional ending, he sets out to prove 
his thesis that the average man is fundamentally decent. Here, 
as a® along, Capra shows his genius at keeping extreme senti- 
mentality clear of bathos and whimsicality free of archness. 
He’s probably the first man since J. M. Barrie to get away 
with such a line as “Every time a bell rings, an angel gets 
his wings.” without being lynched. 

He shows a young man (Stewart) who gives up his youth- 
“ful ideas of going places in the world to take up his father’s 
building and loan business and to raise a family. He’s too kind- 
hearted to let the poor fall to the mercies of the crusty village 
money-grubber for their housing. When he gets into a mes» 
of trouble over loss of his company’s $8000 bank deposit, and 
wishes he had never been born, a genial angel in the person 
of Henry Travers accommodates him. The hero finds what a 
rotten place his home town would have been, and how badly 
his friends would have turned out, if he had never been there. 


Here Capra seems to us hardened fatalists to stretch a long 
bow in his picture of sin and drinking, poverty, meanness and 
tragedy, that would have resulted from the non-being of one 
humble citizen. But it’s enough to convince the hero, and the 
emotional ending restores his faith completely in his fellow 
man. Our advice is to wear galoshes when you leave this. The 
tears probably will be running in rivers down the aisles. 

We found Jimmy Stewart, in his first role since his return 
from doing a grand fighting job with the A.A.F., rather irritat- 
ing at first with his stuttering, gulping, and enthusiastic man- 
nerisms as an awkward youth. But in the more mature and 
grimmer phases,of the hero’s life, he turns in a deep and 
powerful performance. Lionel Barrymore Ys his usual expert 
self as the mean old moneybags. Donna Reed as the wife, 
Thomas Mitchell as an errant uncle, and Travers as the angel 
are all first-rate. 


Gallic Humor 

It really doesn’t matter how old a tale is as Shakespeare 
proved; what matters is how well it’s told. “THE WELI- 
DIGGER’S DAUGHTER,” the French film with English titles 
which opens tomorrow at the WORLD, is basically the ancient 

story of the rural lass seduced by the town 
slicker, with attendant complications in the 
form of an illegitimate offspring arriving 
just when the father has been declared miss- 
ing in action. But Marcel Pagnol, the writer- 
director, has endowed it with a tart humor, 
pleasant earthiness and warmly human char- 
acters. He has made the baby, at first un- 
wanted, become an object of pride and rivalry between the 
grandparents on both sides who had at first subjected the 
mother to humiliation and shame. He has injected into his 
shop-worn materials a fresh tang that is often delightful and 
a tenderness that is the more affecting because of its re- 
straint. 

As the well-digger, the late Raimu gives a performance that 
is sheer virtuosity fn the art of the great comic, Pride, shame, 
remorse, ebullience and joy flit over his mobile countenance, 
to be read like the turning pages of u book. The chuckles 
he inspires cover deeper feelings like poignancy and pity; he 
makes the emotional impact of a scene sneak up on the spec- 
tator under its disguise of humor. He and Pagnol have re- 
peated the success of their memorable, “The Baker's Wife.” 


Fernandel as the rejected suitor, Josette Day as the erring 
caughter, and Charpin as a prosperous merchant are all pleas- 
ing. Unfortunately, the photography and lighting are just as 
pad as they always have been in French films. A few good 
Hollywood technicians would do wonders for the industry 
in France. 


Does a Soft Answer Turn a Bullet? 

We'll have to be brief and brutally frank about the rest 
of this week's exhibits. “ANGEL AND THE BADMAN,” at ‘the 
MISSOURL, has the germ of a good idea—the philosophy of 
meekness of a Western Quaker family clashing with the real- 

ism of a reckless gunman they take in and 
nurse back to health after he is wounded by 
his enemies. But the dramatic conflict is 
feebly developed, and it degenerates into a 
stock western. When non-resistance is put 
to the test for the reformed gun-fighter, 
(John Wayne) in the face of his enemies’ 
guns, the U.S. Marshal solves the situation 
by neatly dispatching the opposition with a 
carbine. That may have dodged the problem for the Johnston 
office by making the killings legal and moral, but it certainly 
leaves the ethical issue neatly dangling. Jane Withers disports 
in the second feature, “THE AFFAIRS OF GERALDINE.” It’s 
a waste of time. 


Betty Is Too Cute for Words 
Betty Hutton acts just as cute as anything in “CROSS MY 
HEART,” at the FOX. She mugs and winks and stares widé- 
eyed, and when she’s about to tell a great big whopper of a 
lie, she puts her tongue in her cheek so the audience will be 
let in on the secret. Her biggest fib is to say 
she killed a Don Juan when she didn't, 
merely to give her lawyer boy-friend a ‘case, 
That is quite a story for a little girl to tell, 
we'll all agree. Sonny Tufte, as the boy- 
friend, seems to be put into a daze through 
the entire proceedings by that and other Hut- 
ton antics. The B-epic, “SWAMP FIRE,” has 
the former champion swimmers, Johnny Weiss- 
muller and Buster Crabbe, fighting in the water of a Louisiana 
bayou while the brush burns about them. Johnny, who didn't 
use his voice for years in the Tarzan masterpieces except to 
grunt, speaks in this one, after a fashion. Long disuse seems 
to have made his voice weak. 


Wicked, But Not Exciting 

“THE WICKED LADY,” at the ORPHEUM, represents a 
muffed opportunity to do something lively out of Magdalen 
Hall-King’s entertaining novel, “The Life and Death of the 
Wicked Lady Skelton.” The romantic tale of the eighteenth 
century lady who took to highway robbery, murder and the 
arms of a dashing bandit for thrills is given a rather tepid 
narration by Leslie Arliss, director-writer, for J. Arthur Rank’s 
English Gainsborough pictures. Margaret Lockwood, as the 
protagonist, has no particular acting ability. Her face expresses 
senuousness and willfulness and lets it go at that. James 
Mason really has a minor role as the highwayman lover whom 
Lady Skelton betrays. Second feature is “WILD WEST.*

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


HE story of the riot staged by 
T veterans in Brussels, Belgium, 

around the parliament build- 
ing, while the deputies were debat- 
ing the budget for national defense, 
is one of the sad stories which 
brings home to us that, when sol- 
diers return to their own country 
and cease being soldiers, there is 
a need to learn at all times a man 
is a citizen first. The same thing 
which is happening in Belgium 
might happen here unless our vet- 
erans remember the important 
fact that they have to live in the 
land they have saved, and that 
only by promoting the welfare of 
all the peopfé can their own wel- 
fare be secure.

PERSON complaining that he 
A hs been libeled, claims that 

he has been defamed, unjustly 
accused, In law “libel” consti- 
tutes: 

“Anything written, printed, or 
expressed by a sign or picture, 
containing representations mali- 
ciously made or published, tending 
to bring a person into contempt, 
Or to expose him to public hatred 
and derision.” 

And yet the etymological mean- 
ing of the term is merely “little 
book!” We have it, through the 
French, from the Latin libellus, 
which from liber (the bark of a 
tree) is literally tablet, writing 
“little book.”

You Lose by 
Not Doubling 


By S. J. Simon 


ET us consider the varying 
[, conaitions under which busi- 

ness doubles occur. At first 
sight thére appear to be a great 
many, but, ignoring all the minor 
variations, they boil down to two 
main situations: 

(1) When your opponents have 
monopolized the bidding. 

(2) Wher they have not. 

In the first case your double is 
final. Partner has not bid and is 
not being consulted. You double 
because you think you can defeat 
the contract and that will be the 
best result on the hand. The re- 
sponsibility is all yours, It is, in 
its essence, a solo flight. In the 
second case the responsibility can 
be shared, Your partner has bid. 
There is a possible contract of 
your o in the offing, and your 
double now becomes an expression 
of opinion that this will give you 
the best result on the hand. If 
your partner dots not like the 
double, he can take you out. 
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THE FIRST THING to get into 
your head is that, though the re- 
sponsibility is all yours, you are 
not doubling on your hand alone, 
but on the combined strength of 
the two hands. You can see your 
own 13 cards, you have heard the 
bidding, you can estimate your 
partner's probable strength. If you 
still think you can defeat the con- 
tract—go ahead and double. But 
remember in your estimate that it 
is not true that: The bigger the 
hand, the better the double. There 
is such a thing as a hand being 
too good. It must have happened 
to you a score of times. Think 
back. How often have you not 
sat gloating over some such col- 
lection as this: ' 

Spades—A 10 9 
Hearts—K 9 10 
Diamonds—A K J xx 
Clubs—K x 


And then you waited patiently 
until the enemy has bid up to 
three no trumps. Rubbing your 
hands you have doubled, And then 
the ‘unbelievable has happened, 
The enemy makes three no trump. 
Or four no trump. And sometimes 
they evén have the cheek to re 
double. Think back. How often 
has it happened. The declarer has 
waltzed his way to his contract, 
forcing you to lead away from 
your tenaces, putting you to em- 
barrassing discards and squeezing 
you for an overtrick as a final 
result. And it is not bad luck. It 
will happen most of the time when 
your hand is as strong as this. 


x* *« * 
IT I8 well-known that. the 


juiciest penalties are obtained by 
doubling opponents at low con- 
tracts. Modern bidding has im- 
proved enough to make really sat- 
isfying doubles of high contracts, 
voluntarily reached, a rarity; and, 
as we have seen, the ones that can 
be successfully doubled are de- 


feated more on the rocks of dis- . 


tribution than on any unsoundness 
in the bidding. Occasionally, a plum 
from a supermisfit and taking- 
each-other-out-partners may fall 
into your lap; but that is of 
financial interest only. You did 
not even have to pick it. It is at 
the low levels where players are 
tempted to butt in with a bid, that 
the opportunities still occur. And 
most of them are still allowed to 
escape. For, unless the player 
sitting over the butter-in was about 
to bid the suit himself, he seldom 
doubles. Either because he dees 
not know how, or because, as 
happens frequently in my own 
case, I cannot trust my partner- 
of-the-moment to take out the dou- 
ble if he does not like it. 

And therefore J-offer you this. 
suggestion. Arrange with as many 
of your partners as you can*to 
treat all business doubles at the 
one or two level as purely tenta- 
tive.

When 
these have boiled for three min- 
utes, pop in the meat balls and 
let them simmer for 45 minutes in 
the mixture, with a cover on the 
pot. The meat balls and sauce 
are served with real Italian 
spaghetti, with grated Parmesan 
cheese alongside. 


Horseradish Sauce 

One large onion, chopped fine, 
four tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, two tablespoons flour, two 
cups soup stock, one cup fresh 
grated horseradish, one cup vine- 
gar, two cloves, two bay leaves, 
one teaspoon salt, pepper, one-half 
cup granulated sugar, 

Fry onion in the melted butter 
or margarine until brown. Add 
flour and blend in soup stock. Add 
remaining ingredients and boil for 
ten minutes,

Veteran Actor Recalls How He Played Hooky As a St. Louis Schoolboy

OUIS CALHERN, veteran ac-

will play the role of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes in “The Magni- 
ficent Yankee” when that produc- 
tion comes to the American Thea- 
ter Monday night, ‘dipped into his 
memory here and came up with 
some pleasant recollections of 
childhood years in St. Louis. 
“It’s a long time ago,” he remi- 
nisced, “but I can remember as if 
it were yesterday how I used to 
play hooky from Sherman School 
and hang around the levee watch- 
ing the river steamers come and 
” 


Calhern, now in his early fif- 
ties, is recognized as one of the 
better actors in films and the 
legitimate theater. In “The Mag- 
nificent Yankee” he has a role 
that is actually longer than Ham- 
let and is on stage for all but 
seven minutes of the whole play. 

“Perhaps some of my St. tae 
school teachers who will remem- 
ber me as anything but a bril- 
liant student will raise eyebrows 
at the very thought of my carry- 
ing that much in mind and ac- 
tually remembering 432 speaking 
cues,” Calhern laughed during a 
breakfast table conversation.

His 
fellow actors voted him the Wal- 
ter Donaldson award and the 
State of Virginia presented him

Certainly as far as the legiti- 
mate theater is concerned the role 
of Oliver Wendell H@lmes has 
provided Calhern with his great- 
est triumph, but in the'movies he 
says his best role is yet to be 
viewed by the public. Only re- 
cently he completed “Arch of 
Triumph” with Ingrid Bergman 
and when that movie is released 
this spring, he thinks the critics 
will agree that his role is better 
than those he had in such films as 
“The Count of Monte Cristo,” 
“Affairs of Cellini,” and “The Life 
of Emile Zola.” 

Three years ago American The- 
ater audiences saw Calhern in the 
highly successful Theater Guild 
production, “Jacobowsky and the

Colonel.” He was the vain, dom- 
ineering colonel and it was while 
playing this role in St. Louis that 
he renewed acquaintance with 
members of a grade school club 
to which he belonged here. 

“We called ourselves the ‘Hun- 
gry Five,’” Calhern laughed. “The 
other four members of the club 
were Harry Vaughan, now a briga- 
dier general and aide to President 
Truman, Robert Andrae, who is 
now.a doctor practicing in Louisi- 
ana, Mo., and Elleard Entzeroth 
and Harry Foster.”

It was while dining with Dr. 
Andrae one night before a per- 
formance at the American that 
Calhern conceived the idea of put- 
ting Andrae on the stage, So in 
the last act of “Jacobowsky and 
the Colonel”, in a barroom scene, 
Andrde made a brief appearance 
as an Apache. When “The Magnif- 
icent Yankee” plays St, Louis, An- 
drae will again appear with Cal- 
hern, this time as one of the 
many secretaries of Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, 

“The school years I spent in St. 
Louis were pretty happy,” says 
Calhern, “and I get a tremendous 
kick out of renewing St. Louis ac- 
quaintances, Not long ago I was 
a guest at dinner at the White 


House. It was arranged by my 
old St. Louis friend Brig. Gen. 
Vaughan.” 


Although Calhern’s first profes- 


sional appearance was in New 
York, he played for two seasons 
in 1914 and 1915 in the Park Thea- 
ter Stock Co, here in St. Louis 
and regards this city as the ac- 
tual starting point of his thea- 
trical career. 


The son of Eugene A. Vogt, 
who was in the leaf tobacco busi- 
ness in St. Louis and once ran for 
Congress on the Bull Moose ticket, 
Calhern will be remembered as 
Carl Vogt, the real name under 
which he attended Sherman School 
and old Central High School, from 
1904 through 1911. The name Cal- 
hern was taken from a relative 
and his first name, Louis, from 
St. Louis, 

“It was while I was in high 
school that I had a job as a spear- 
carrier with a visiting Shakes- 
pearean company which was 
Playing at the old Olympic the- 
ater,” Calhern said. “And as I 
looked around at the various folks 
in the company I thought they 
were having a pretty good time 
earning their living. It was right 
then and there that I decided 


‘against pursuing my original am- 


bition of being a truck driver and 
becoming an actor.”

After leaving the Park Theater 
Stock Co., Calhern joined the com- 
pany headed by the famed Mar- 
garet Anglin and then took time 
off to serve with the U. 8. Army 
in the artillery during 1917 and 
1918. When he_ returned he 
played on Broadway with George 
M. Cohan, with Judith Anderson 
in “Cobra” and opposite Ethel 
Marrymore in “The Love Duel.” 
Several years ago he had a run of 
two months on Broadway and a 
tour of two and one-half years 
on the road in the role of Father 
Day in “Life With Father.” 


After Calhern had been chosen 
‘by producer Arthur Hopkins to 
play the role of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes in “The Magnificent 
Yankee” there was considerable 
surprise for all concerned when 
it was discovered that Holmes 
and Calhern were of exactly the 
same height—six feet one and 
one-half inches. Calhern had only 
to add a large false nose to recre- 
ate one of Holmes’s outstanding 
physical characteristics and paste 
on a flowing mustache to bear a 
remarkable resemblance to the 
Great Dissenter. 


Comic 


Books

EACHERS and thoughtful par- 
T ents are troubled about read- 

ing habits of schooPage chil- 
dren. They read comic picture 
books, many of which are cheap 
in taste, in execution, in their mas- 
sages, The fact that some of them 
have historical characters does not 
improve their quality one whit, 
nor do those who picture Bible 
stories inspire a love for art or 
ethics because of their bad draw- 
ing, poor color, poor all-round 
quality. There is just one reason 
for such publications, the money 
they bring. 

Pictures are more impressive 
than words, so these picture books 
that tell their story walking, im- 
press children. The taste they 
instill in art, or the lack of it; 
the morals or the lack of them 
that they teach; the attitudes to- 
ward others they imply are of 
great importance. 
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IT IS ALL very well to say that 
parents and teachers should super- 
vise ‘the children’s reading, the 
movies they see and the radio pro- 


grams they hear. Teachers do 
their best in the short time they 
have and against the powerful op- 
position they encounter from such 
poor reading material, such bad 
art. 

The lurid picture book describ 
ing a murder, however, will im- 
press a child far more than the 
fine story the teacher tells. The 
fact that sin ‘n punished and vir- 
tue rewarded at the end does 
not wipe out the thrill of the sin, 
the lowered standard of taste, of 
attitude and character such reade . 
ing tends to highlight. 
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WHY CANNOT the picture 
stories be funny and at the same 
time in good taste, with some 


wholesome story to tell? It is 
not necessary to sterilize life for 
children, but cannot there be 
struggle, tension, dramatic in- 
terest without ugliness? Are 
all the artists off duty, or do the 
good ones cost too much? Books 
may be cheap to make it easy 
for children to buy them, Is that 
the answer? 

What I and a good many others 
want is this: A comic book that 
has good drawing, good color and 
that does not look as though it 
had been soaked in a catsup 
bottle; and a story that is dra- 
matic without being ugly, whole 
some in its attitudes toward life 
and people. That is not too much 
to ask of people who want to 
serve children. Why cannot we 
have it, not in spots here and 
there in the market, but in every 
comic book sold to school chil- 
dren?

HEN a baby or small child 
W has a sudden attack of pain 

in the abdomen, Mother 
should not delay in calling the 
doctor. He will not hesitate about 
coming: because he knows that 
many of the conditions producing 
such pain require immediate treat- 
ment in order to forestall much 
more serious conditions. 

In quite young infants one cause 
for such pain is what is known as 
pyloric stenosis, a condition in 
which there is an overgrowth of 
the muscle between the stomach 
and the first part of the intestine. 
Im such instances the baby does 
not gain weight, is constipated 
and vomits forcibly. The usual 
treatment for this condition is an 
operation although some cases can 
be relieved by the use of certain 
drugs such as atropine and pheno- 
barbital.

ANOTHER CAUSE for such at- 
tacks, according to Dr. Robert 
Rutherford of England, is intus- 
susception, in which there is tele- 
scoping of one part of the bowel 
onto another part. In this condi- 
tion the baby may pass a bloody 
stool. There may be vomiting but 
usually no fever. Often, the phy- 
sician can feel a sausage-shaped 
tumor or swelling within the abdo- 
men. Once a diagnosis has been 
made the usual treatment consists

Acute appendicitis is a fairly 
common condition and thus is 
frequently responsible for’ abdom- 
inal pain in children. In such in- 
stances there is not only pain in 
the abdomen, often located in the 
right lower part, but also vomit- 
ting, fever and rapid pulse rate. 
The number of white cells in the 
blood is usually increased,

IN GIRL BABIES especially, a 
condition known as pneumococcal 
peritonitis may occur and produce 
severe abdominal pain accom- 
panied by fever. In this disorder 
there is inflammation of the lin- 
ing membrane of the cavity of the 
abdomen with pneumococcus 
germs. The muscles in the right 
lower part of the abdomen are 
often tender and rigid. Treatment 
of this condition with penicillin 
often will bring about a cure. 

In the early stages of liver in- 
fections as well as in rheumatic 
fever and typhoid fever, severe 
abdominal pain may develop. 
Other causes are hernia or rupture 
which has become obstructed, 
twisting of the testes and inflam- 
mation of the lymph glands lo- 
cated within the abdomen. Once 
the cause is determined the doctor 
will decide on the proper treat- 
ment.
